Changes in Voting and Residence Requirement 

The purpose of this memorandum is to make you aware 
of the changes in voting and residence requirements created bv 
Act 90 of xhc Acts of 1971. 

(1) The age of majority has been changed from 21 to 18 years 
of age. 

(2) All persons whose names did not appear on the check list 
used at the March 2, 1971, town meeting must file in the 
office of the town clerk a written statement certifying as to 
the length of time they have been residents of that town. 

LISTED BELOW ARE THE BASIC REQUIREMENTS 
FOR RESIDENCE UNDER THE NEW LAW ! ! t 

(a) To vote for electors of President and Vice President of the 
United States, one must, have resided in the State for 30 days, 
taken the Freeman's Oalh, and completed the above- 
mentioned form. 

(b) To vote in Primary and General Elections for United States 
Senators, representative to Congress and State Officers, one 
must have resided in the State for 90 days, taken the 
Freeman's Oath, and completed the above-mentioned form. 

(c) To vote for County, Senatorial District or Representative 
District officers, one must have resided in the county, 
senatorial or representative district for 90 days, taken the 
Freeman's Oath, and completed the above-mentioned form. 

(d) To vote in General Elections for Justices of the Peace, one 
must have resided in the town for 90 days, taken the 
Freeman's Oath, and completed the above-mentioned form. 

(e) T<| vote at municipal meetings, one must have resided in the 
municipality for 180 days, taken the Freeman's Oath, and 
completed the above-mentioned form. 

These changes will become effective July 1, 1971.

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Early History of Rutland 

The City i)f Rutland i- presently in I he process of purchasing 
the Sevenih Day Atlvoiit isi Church for future use of the Rutland 
Historical Society. 

In a letter to Mr. Carleton Wilson, Honorable Cleorge N. 
Harnian, former County Clerk of Rutland County, reminisces 
aliom this location. W'e express our appreciation to Mr. Wilson 
and Mr. Harmnu for ihe interesting excerpts. 

* * * 

"I was. t ho, interested in the historical events relative to the 
former occupancy of that building, and one thing of importance to 
me was omit ted. As, of course, you well know. I hat building was, 
around the years of 1S9S - 19(f), the barn connected with the 
residence of the late David W . Temple, father of Puth and Bob 

Temple, now occupied, I believe, by Dr. "Chunky" Beale (or 

was when I left Rutland). The lot, where Clem forte's house 
now located, was u vacant lot, and later that house was built by a 
former Miss Olmstead, whose parents gave the name to the street 
that we lived on for more than HI \ear> (Olmstead I'l l During 
the time the Temples lived in the Beale house, Mr. Temple was 
the operator of the Maple drove harm on the Creek Hoad, and 
iu addition to raising cattle and dispensing the milk therefrom, 
they also raised sheep, from 1899 to 1901, our family was living 
at the Old Page House, now Sycamore Inn Apis., and the John C. 
Temple family was living in the brick house at the comer of 
E. Washington St. and So. Main. On the Temple farm, at 
that time, Bob and Wayne Temple had taken two ram sheep and 
trained them to draw a small wagon, which was built like a fire 
engine. 1 presume that they got the idea from the fact that 
Station - 'J was then located in the Xickwackel St. building, and 
many of us used to hang around the station, hoping to have a 
fire alarm turned in mid see the horses come out of their respective 
stalls and put their necks under the collar,- which were suspended 
from the ceiling. After the ranis were well trained and the 
harnesses made, Wa\ ne and Bob Temple organized a lire 
company of its own, and some of the neighborhood kids were the 
members of the company. Aside from Ihe Temples, names that 
I can remember were Ernie Dexter, whose parents lived in that 
bouse on the site of the house which Zckc Eddy afterward built ; 
Uotighie Wood, and, I believe. Fred Chaffee, Ned Shaw and 
Harry Williams. In those days, every (ire company had a dog 
(usually a Dalmatian) which ran along side of the fire truck to 
the (ires. After "our" lire company was formed, some one of my 
"fresh" brothers asked me what my duties iu the fire company 
were, ami before I could answer, one of them said t hat I "probably 
was the dog." 
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Well, things in that neighborhood have greatlv changed 
since those days. The Francisco house, where Dr. St'icknev has 
his office was there but the two buildings between that house 
and the big house which Angelo Spcro now owns, were not built 
1 he old high school ha> been ion. down and the new lire station 
erected. 1 lie Odd fellow- Hall had not been built and in the 
winter, the west end of the City Dark was usually flooded, and 
that was the skating rink for our neighborhood, when we did not 
want to walk as far as Dunklee's or the Eddy Ice Ponds The 
house, m the rear of the Page House ( which' V our father Inter 
bought ) was occupied by the family of Charlie Pairlield. publisher 
of the Rutland Evening News, and the "Thorn Bov" statue was 
m the yard in front of the Page House, in-iead of being on the 
side lawn Hunting on F. ('enter St."

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Mayor s Message 

July 29, 1971 

To the People of the City of Rutland: 

1 1 is an honor for me to present to you a report of my 
activities since assuming the office of Mayor on March 1 .">. 

The next day the TOPICS controversy began and it has 
occupied much of my time to date. The parishioners of Trinity 
Episcopal generously offered the use of their lot on West Street 
for metered parking; and the City is in the process of acquiring 
the Onion property at the northeast corner of West and Pine. 
By direction of the Board of Aldermen the TOPICS program 
is jn the Rutland Count; Court for clarification. 

Because of threatening flooding conditions. City Engineer 
Lyman H. Styles, Jr., our Civil Defense Director Aldo M Manfredi, 
and myself contacted the U. S. Army Corps of Engineers and a 
$100,000.00 program was arranged at no expense to the City. 
Sections of East Creek, Otter Creek and Moon Brook were 
dredged of silt and debris. 
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The reappraisal of all City property by the Assessors is 
advancing on schedule. Chairman John D. Pisanelli has employed 
extra people to measure and photograph real estate. 

The Technical School, for which the voters approved a 
s»i(t(U)00.00 liond in March, will be under construction this 

fiscal year. The school will not only provide excellent facilities 
for studeut and adult education in the trades and skills, but also 
will alleviate the overcrowding at our senior high school. 

Beginning in late March, department heads worked together 
un a hold-t he-line budget and were able to come up with an ss.ii;, 
tax rate, despite a 20c deficit tax. 

Weekly meetings of all department heads have developed 
into an excellent inter-communications medium. 

An inspection report on all municipal buildings made by our 
insurance carrier revealed more than eighty items needing 
attention. Fire Chief Alfred Koltonski has made considerable 
progress in correcting these situations, especially in the area of 
public safety. 

(ireen-l'p Day was successful in Rutland County with more 
than 8>000 volunteers participating. Our local Civil Defense unit 
maintained communications. Rutland received a letter of 
commendation from Governor Deane Davis. The following week 
students from Mount St. Joseph Academy did a thorough job of 
( !<-.niing up the trash within the City. 

The Public Works department's paving program has spruced 
up our downtown and this office lias received many favorable 
comments not only from citizens but also from visitors to our 
community. The Recreation Depart ment has done an outstanding 
job in beautifying our parks. 

6,344 feet of 20-inch water main and 3,29S feet of 16-inch 
water main have been installed: and the Grove Street sewer 
program is proceeding smoothly. 

Construction of a 75-unit. ten-story high-rise on Sheldon 
Place as housing for the elderly is well underway, and the 75-unit 
low -income housing project in the area of First, Second and 
.lames Streets will be finished this fiscal year. 

While the city does not have control, as Mayor I urged the 
Vermont Aeronautics Commission to proceed with improvements 
at the Rutland Regional Airport. Their response was immediate. 
Further, on June .">. a "Know Your Airport Day" was observed. 

At Mount Saint Joseph Academy, for the first time in the 
history of the United Stales, a class of 33 eighteen-year-olds 
was sworn in as citizens with full privileges i if adult hood. Attorney 
General James Jeffords and Secretary oi St.-ne Richard C. 
Thomas were the speakers. City Clerk John W. Barrett furnished 
the new voters with American flags. 
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A fire at the stump-dump on Allen Street resulted in its 
closing. Presently a temporary accommodation has been made 
at our Gleason Road facility, and City officials are searching for 
another site. 

Aldermen Roger Pike resigned to return to the Air Force 
and Assessor Raymond H. Shaw retired. They were valuable 
public servants. Attorney Carl O. Anderson replaces Alderman 
Pike, and Earl F. Turner is now a member of the Board of 

Assessors. 

By the length of the above, covering a period of only fifteen 
weeks, you can readily determine that City Hall is a busy place. 
We face three major projects in this decade- — a modern water 
distribution system, separation of our storm and sanitary sewers, 
and a re-cycling program. While these programs will receive 
Federal and Slate funding, it, also will be necessary for us to bond 
for our proportionate cost. These improvements are mandatory. 

In closing, I want to express my sincere appreciation to the 
Board of Aldermen, department heads, employees, and civic 
groups for their cooperation.

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

Another year, a different year for the school " personnel, 
students and Rutland Citizens. All of us want essentially the 
same thing — a good education for our children. This is being 
achieved for the most part, however, there will always be indi- 
vidual situations with extenuating circumstances that point up 
u:ip- in the services and interpretations of service-- to he provided 
by ah organization serving the entire community. 

All the students and staff are to be commended, for Rutland 
City Schools had an unusually outstanding year. Children 
learned and were taught; buildings were clean, warm and safe; 
breakfast and lunch were served; books and supplies were 
available; local, state and federal reports were made; meetings 
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of all kinds and for a myriad of purposes were held; parents were 
contacted for many reasons; payrolls were met.; individual 
children were tested; families counselled; teachers were informed 
of new and revised programs; physical examinations took place; 
emergency care was provided; dental examinations and allied 
dental services were performed; attendance rules and regulations 
were enforced; athletic events took place; plays and a variety of 
cultural presentations and activities were presented; school 
publications met deadlines, and a multitude of ilaily activities 
look place in a matter-of-fact way. The unheralded routines of 
the day-to-day operations of the school system are so important 
and necessary that they're often overlooked in a summation of the 
year's activities.

Rutland Free Library 




For the Year Ending June 30, 1971 

7'o the Honorable City Council mid Citizen* of Rutland: 

It is a pleasure to present my eighth annual report as the 
Director of the Rutland Free Library. Use of the library, ii- 
collect Urns, and its services, which has been on the increase for 
some time now. noticeably rose further this year. Several factors 
appear to account for this trend. 

The Gustav H. Grimm and Family Fund has permitted an 
approximate doubling of the ptircha.se of books for the library, 
along with all periodicals. This, of course, enables the library to 
acipiire many more titles, but in addition to enhance its collections 
qualitatively as well, especially in reference and research areas. 

A second factor may be the times. One characteristic of a 
SOmewh&l depressed period is increased use of free services by the 
public, which the library always stands ready to provide. One 
of the measures of this use is circulation of materials, which 
during most of the months was the highest in many years, and in 
some instances the highest in the library's history. 

Increased Services 

A third factor was the increased services which the library 
offered during the year. The long-time monthly book delivery 
service to rest homes and shut-ins was expanded by Miss Carol A. 
('hat field, Children's Librarian, whose weekly route takes her to 
Tcniplewood Court and other residences of Rutland's senior 
citizens. 

Mrs. Sharron Sanborn conducted weekly story hours for 
children during both the winter and the summer months. Special 
Education Classes from two of Rutland's public schools visited 
the library on a regular schedule this year because of its proximity 
to them. Film programs for children continued to be held 
throughout the year. 

Photocopier 

A photocopy machine was installed in the library in October, 
and has been enthusiastically received and used for a great 
number of purposes. Daniel Weine, Cataloger. now maintains a 
display board of new pamphlets in the library which are of 
topical interest and which are changed frecpuently. During the 
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busiest hours in the adult department Mr. Weine is available in 
the reference room to assist students and others with reference 
and research questions. 

The artistic and display talents of Mrs. Merlyn Lyon and 
Mrs. Sanborn have found an outlet in the Children's Hootns when 
they are able to find time away from their Adull Department 
duties. Art exhibits from the schools also have been on display. 
Under the leadership of MLss Chatfield the children's area of the 
library has become increasingly appealing aesthetically and truly 
is humming. 

8 mm. Film Program 

The library initiated during the spring a program of S mm. 
lima which can be viewed on home movie projectors. These are 
available for borrowing in (he adult department, are for all ages, 
in a diversity of subject areas, and are representative of popular 
film making from its early days to the present. An integral part 
of the library's circulating collections, they may be especially 
at tractive lo the borrower who wants a change from reading 
materials or who just wants to relax at home with a film program 
of his own, and also are suitable for various group uses. 

Cooperation With The Schools 

In addition to the usual cooperation with the schools and 
the many visits by classes to the library during the year, the 
Rutland Free Library offered to purchase extra materials, which 
the schools might select, with Grimm Funds. Involved were both 
the public and parochial secondary schools of Rutland in this 
additional project which was especially timely because of the 
cutbacks this year in school library budgets. All department 
heads and teachers in the secondary school systems, by arrange- 
ments through the superintendents and principals, were given the 
Opportunity to select materials which would enrich their course 
offerings and strengthen the public library's holdings. The 
teachers who participated in the project now can guide their 
students to these resources in coming years. 

One illustration of the results of this venture is .the library's 
ail book collection, which probably is now one of the strongest in 
the public libraries of northern New England. 

Materials Collection 

Exemplifying the library's rapidly growiug collections are its 
reference works. A few of the many new additions made during 
the last year here are The Modern Researcher, Daccy on Mutual 
Funds, The Water Encyclopedia, Aids to Independent Living, 
Bluebook of Occupational Education, Guide to American 
Graduate Schools, Barron's Handbook of American College 
Financial Aid, The Everglades, The Handgun, Dictionary of 
Antiques, Nineteenth Century American Painting, Ox Ion I 
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Companion to Music, Encyclopedia of Chess, America's Golf 
Book, Ski Magazine's Encyclopedia of Skiing. Asimov's Guide to 
Shakespeare, Hotel and Motel Red Book, Dictionary of Scientific 
Biography. The Moon, and Facts on File. 

Library Stall 

Familiar to users of the library for several decades was 
Custodian George Myers, who passed away suddenly on February 
I The tribute paid him once by Joseph L. Wheeler, library 
consultant and formerly head librarian of Baltimore who also 
died this [last year and whose opinions were known and respected 
i hmughoul the library world, was t he si atement, "Your custodian 
is one of t he best in the East." 

Replacing Mr. Myers now is Cerald Sinn of Rutland. Other 
returning members of the library staff, in addition to those 
mentioned previously in ( his report, are Mrs. Frances C. Carroll, 
Miss Vivian R. Hewitt, Miss Marjorie Loveland, and Mrs. R. 
( iale Spaulding. Miss Irene Francis and Miss Josephine Rosmus 
lake care of the library's bookkeeping and other financial 
matters. 

Important, as in past years, were the memorial and other 
gifts made by various friends of the library. The library is 
appreciative of the help which it receives from the Rutland 
Daily Herald and radio stations YVSYB and WHWB in the 
publicizing of its programs, activities, and book acquisitions. 
Collections of books were on display during National Library 
Week in the Blue Cross windows downtown. 

An essay contest, sponsored by the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, was held during Brotherhood Week. During 
August a successful book sale was held in the library. Weeding 
of outdated and worn materials was done very extensively 
ihroughout the year, and is being continued. 

Visits by Groups 

Many groups came to the library during the year for orienta- 
tion or general visits, for story hours and film showings. In many 
instances a child's or even an adult's first acquaintance with the 
library will be as a member of one of these groups. A warm 
invitation is extended to all, with a hope that more persons may 
get more out of their library facility. 

A popular continuing display in ilie library has been that of 
books which have been made into movies, within which display 
there is a steady turnover of titles. By adding shelving nearby 
the adull circulation area the more recent adult non-fiction titles, 
along with I he latest young people's books, now remain as easily 
accessible to (he public as is possible. Use of the library varies 
among patrons, some of whom browse at length in the stacks, 
while others prefer to select from what is nearer to the charging 
desk. 
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Au addition to the Lawrence Heading Room is the mahogany 
tall clock by Elliott of I.ondon. from the Grimm Estate. Also 
received by" the library from the Grimm Estate was a Stcinway 
medium size grand piano which had been completely rebuilt in 
recent years and is appraised as being in fine condition. Oriental 
rugs from the estate have been utilized on the lirst and second 
floors of the library, ami add a definite warmtli to their areas. 

A portion of the building's old wiring was updated, happily 
before any serious problem arose. An iron railing was installed 
on the steps which lead from the library walk to the Court Street 
sidewalk. Gratings were extended at two basement windows. 
The library- staff room, previously renovated, now has been 
furnished and is being used.

Heading the Library Board again during this active year 
was Mrs. Bernard R. Dick, President Mrs. Howard T. Swain 
and Dr. Gordon B. Smith were first and second vice presidents, 
respectively.

Lincoln M. Yean chair- 
manned the Personnel Committee, whose other members were 
Mrs Robert E. Bossar.lt and Walter M. Moore. Mrs. Swain, 
Chairman, and Mr. Ennis and Mrs. Wolk comprised the Publicity

programs and further growth.' We anticipate and welcome 
increasing demands for the services of the library during the 
coming year.

The total strength of the department now stands at 
thirty-One officers, three meter maids and two traffic clerks. 
Hopefully, another officer can be added this year to act as a 
Juvenile Oliicer. This would provide much more efficient and 
capable handling of Juvenile cases. 

Four officers resigned during the year — Officers Crowley, 
i 'hapleau, Trahan and Brytowski. Five new officers were 
appointed- Officer.- Caulin. Davis, Gregorio, Maxey and 
Williams. 

All officers attended in-service training schools in Firearms. 
Riot Control and Bomb and Expolsive Ordinance. Special course-, 
were attended as follows: Babson College Command School — 
Capt. Spoon and Sgts. Ballou, Densmore, Gorruso and Murphy. 
Rasie Police Photography — Sgt. Deusmore, Officers Morgan, 
Ttiepkcr, Williams, Gregorio. McCarthy, Hall, Kelly, Mack, 
LeClair and Malosky. Bureau of Narcotics Drug School — 
Officers Maxey. Morgan and Williams. Law Enforcement

Several dog bites were investigated. There were no cases of 
Rabies. 

The annual free inoculations and vaccinations to immunize 
children against Diphtheria. Tetanus and Smallpox were done in 
April and May. A total (if $29 immunization were given for the 
above mentioned diseases. Dr. Bcale, Health Officer, ably 
assisted by Mrs. MeCormack. Miss Burke and Mrs. Plumcr, 
School Nurses, carried out this program. 

In October free immunization shots for Influenza were 
offered to all City employees. Sixty-one employees availed 
themselves of this opportunity to receive litis protection. 

In the opinion of the Board of Health these are worthwhile 
programs. This depart ment urges all who are qualified to take 
advantage of these special clinics. 

A total of 360 samples of water from the city's taps were sent 
to the Bureau of Laboratories. Vermont Department of Health 
in Burlington for attab >i>. Twenty-four samples showed evidence 
of contamination. This department again wishes to thank the 
W ater Department for t heir excellent control work on the water 
shed and at the reservoir, especially Mr. Harry Jasmin and 
Mr, Holla Jasmin. 

Samples of water from the swimming pools were also sent to 
I he laboratory during the period the pools were in operation. 

Many nuisance complaints were investigated and action 
taken to improve or alleviate the complaint . Numerous plumbing

To the Honorable City Council and 
The Citizens of Rutland: 

It is my pleasure to submit to you our Annual Report for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 197 1 . 

PINE HILL PARK: 

Last year's plans for Pine Hill have become a reality with 
the development of the area as a nature and conservation site. 
Forty acres of prime land adjoining Pine Mill was turned over to 
the city by the State. Mr. John Giorgetti, a member of the State 
Lands Committee, and Rep. Thomas Candon are credited with 
helping the city obtain the land. A 4 mile hiking trail has been 
established and marked. This trail starts at the East Creek 
Meadow and goes to Rocky Pond. Muddy Pond, around the 
Pine Hill Forest, and back to the point of origin. Trail signs have 
been placed at East Creek Meadow, Rocky Pond Road by 
Plvergreen Avenue, aud Rocky Pond. We hope to mark (with a 
different colored paint) a few logging roads as inter-connecting 
trails. A water and sods nature trail has been marked around 
the two meadows near East Creek. Pamphlets may be needed 
later if the signs are not adequate. We also hope to add a few 
more stations to fill in the lout; u.:t\i- I ha I now exist between signs. 
The Rutland County Forest Festival Environmental Conserva- 
tion Field Days was one of the organized programs co-sponsored 
by the State Department of Forests and Parks and this Depart- 
ment for grade six pupils from local schools. Some 350 children 
participated in the three day program which was set up to 
acquaint the children with various ecological conservation 
fundamentals aimed at inciting a greater awareness in the pupils 
as to natural environment and the need to preserve it. James 
Cronin, County Forester and ten 4-H boys learned about water 
resources and soil, and did some conservation work during a 
Forestry Field Day. The Green Mt. Hikers also took advantage 
of the Park. 

SENIOR CITIZENS CENTER: 

Federal Funds from Title III of the older American Act and 
city funds enabled the Senior Citizens to have a Center of their 
own. The Center includes a kitchen, lounge room and a special 
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activities or crafts section. The members of the Confer co-ordi- 
nated and addressed ihe Easter Seal mailing for the Vermont 
Association for the Crippled. A diabetes and glaucoma clinic 
was held and approximately seven i\ people registered. Senior 
Citizens Were assisted in tilling out their Income Tax forms and 
were encouraged to impure about information on Social Security, 
food stamps and housing for the elderly. A group of Senior 
Citizens went to a local nursing home to assisi with ihe weekly 
recreation program. Some of this year's programs included a 
Nutrition Luncheon with advice on proper diet by Mrs. Beth 
Munger of the Extension Service, a session by .Myrtle Bitz on 
exercises for ihe golden age, an audiologisi from the V U' spoke 
on the problems of the deaf ami a Hearing Aid Hank was started 
to collect aids to be adjusted and adapted to those who could 
not afford Ihem. There were programs in conjunction with the 
Rutland Recreation Center, Rutland Human Resources, Vermont 
Heart Association, trips to Moittpelier to participate in a 
Conference on Elders and a Governor's Day Picnic ai Killiugion 
Six people who had never painted joined the art classes and the 
resulting art exhibition has received community recognition. 
The Chaffee Art Gallery inviied ihem to participate in their 
autumn show. We wish to thank the Moose Club for theii 
donation of a piano and Melody Radio & T.V. for the television. 

MEMORIAL: 

The Grand Army of the Republic Memorial was placed in 
Main Street Park by the Rutland Linda Richards Tent, 
Daughters of 1'nnni Yeierans of ihe Civil War. The monument 
is a five and one-half ton granite memorial. 
CLINIC: 

A Rubella Immunization Clinic for children between ihe 
ages of one thru eleven was held at the Center in conjunction with 
the Vermont Department of Health. Hundreds of children wetfi 
inoculated. 
MINI PARK: 

A Mini Park on Madison Street, location of the old Madison 
Recreation Building for many years, was opened this Summer — 
July 17, 1970 for children up to eight years of age. The Park is 
designed for mothers and iheir small children as a place to rest 
and recreate. 
WHITE POOL; 

The new City Pool at White Playground, scheduled to open 
June 15, opened July 20 to a crowd of 1,000 children. The day 
marked a milestone for Mr. Cioffredi as it has been one of his 
major goals since assuming Ids post in 1961. We wish to ihank 
the Rutland Regional Chamber of Commerce for their help and 
support in obtaining the new pool. Special thanks to Dr. Ickcn. 
Chairman of the pool committee.

I attended two .State Civil Defense meetings this past year; 
one in Montpelier, Vermont and the other in Berlin. Vermont.

Ii is my duty and pleasure lo submit herewith t he report of 
t lie Office of Citv Clerk and Purchasing Agent for the period 
1 July 1970 to 30' June 1971. 

The duties of the City Clerk are mandated by Vermont 
Statutes, the [{inland City Charter and Rutland City < >nii nances. 

The outstanding achievement this fiscal year has been an 
extensive microfilming project of many records. This project 
began with the approval by former Mayor Nichols and the Board 
of Aldermen of a budget item making it possible. It has been 
rather a difficult venture but. the efficiency created is well worth 
the effort. 

All land records of the city since IS92; all service discharges; 
all records of the Board of Aldermen ; election records; streets and 
sewers books, our three map books and other miscellaneous 
records are now on film both here in this office and duplicated on 
film and stored by the Director of Records in Montpclier. Should 

any disaster wreak havoc mi city records I his lilts < Id lie made 

available overnight to us. 

Our map book project went further than required by the 
new state law and maps are now contained in tamper proof plastic 
in addition to each being contained on an aperture card. Included 
in the project is a reader-printer which provides a viewer and a 
print of anything on film. 

Of course this is not the entire answer to our space problem 
but it does reduce greatly the time spent by attorneys, other 
departments, and the many citizens use of vault space. The 
projecf continues at this time with microfilming on a current 
basis. 

The Food Stamp Program, under the direction of this office 
is referred to elsewhere in this report. 

Progress continues on revision of the City Charter with 
Alderman Craigue S. Perkins and City Attorney Richard W. 
Norton meeting weekly and bringing material to several "study 
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sessions" of the Board of Aldermen. 

Mayor Foley has once a week sessions with all department 
heads in attendance. This has proven very successful especially 
in that it allows all of us to see the others' point of view. 

In addition to the first and third Monday of (ho month 
charter provision for meetings of the Board of 'Aldermen there 
have been numerous Special Meetings and Public Hearings. 

Under new state law there will be fee increases for many 
documents effective July 1, 1971, which are of course forwarded 
to the General Fund. Documents recording remains steady as 
do our daily office transactions of all kinds. 

Your clerk was honored this past year to have his daughter 
Sworn in as, I believe, the first IS year old to register to vote in 
Vermont, and with former Mayor Nichols performed the act in a 
ceremony at City Hall. We have encouraged voter registration 
.hiring regular office hours. In ;1 ceremony at Mount St. Joseph 
Academy this year Mayor Foley administered the Oath of 
Allegiance to students in what is believed to be the first in 
the United States under the new IS year old voting laws Present 
a i this program were Secretary of State Richard C. Thomas, 
Attorney Genera! James M. Jeffords and citv officials Our 
thanks to Fr. John W O'Connell lor his assistance. Also present 
and assisting al the swearing m of Rutland Town residents was 
Honorable Andrew L, Orzel, State Senator and Town Clerk. 

As always we welcome taxpayers to our office for whatever 
I heir needs. 

I would like to express appreciation to the faithful and 
efficient employees of the City Clerk's office. 

Appreciation is due to former Mavor Harold .1 NichoF 
Mayor William H. Foley, the Board of Aldermen and all depart- 
ments tor their kind consideration and assistance to us.

I should say .hat 
citizens of Rutland showed excellent cooperation, despile the 
interruption of I heir si reels and driveway.-, during the const ruction. 

Many written opinions were printed al the request of the 
Hoard of Aldermen and various depart men. heads dealing with a 
multitude of legal problems. It seems each year we are faced 
with more litigation, which is not peculiar to our city, but reflects 
a national trend that more citizens are becoming aware of then- 
rights. Consequently, citizens are demanding assistance of the 
court in meeting their objections and interpreting the various 
laws involved in running a municipal government. 

The TOPICS Program has demanded a good deal of work. 
Many meetings have been held with local ami sttite officials 
attempting to iron out solutions to the internal and external 
problems raised by such a major revision of our I rathe svstem. 
pome litigation has arisen from the TOPICS PROGRAM and 
is presently pending in the Rutland County Court. 

Other claims and suits have boon brought against the City 
for injuries and property damage, which again reflects i he national 
I rend as I he field of negligence liability and contractual liability 
are being expanded by law and by court interpretation. 

In regard to contracts, the City Attorney's office continues 
to meet with various department heads and representatives of 
companies doing business with the City. Prom these session- we 
draft contracts and resolve contractual interpretations which 
eventually arise with a municipal corporation the size of the 
eiiy of Rutland. Much of the work in the law department 
continues to involve negotiating city labor problems, silting 
in on bargaining sessions, and discussing the contract with union 
officials and city official*. 

Other time is devoted to cooperation such as with the 
School Department and drawing various agreements, implement- 
ing the Teacher Ixian Program to Parochial Schools. We expect 
to -ee this trend continue to expand and demand close cooperat ion 
between the city and the state authorities. 

As members of (he City Council are aware, zoning cominues 
to be a very important item of business, a.s reflected in the zoning 
changes requested and considered by the City Council this pas. 
year. The City Attorney's office along with the City Clerk, are 
closely involved in the preparation and the adoption or rejection 
of the various zoning amendments. 

I have attempted to highlight some of the activities of this 
oflice this past year. I look forward to the continued close 
cooperation from all the city departments and the City Council in 
the ensuing fiscal year.

ANNUAL REPORT TO RUTLAND CITY 

To Mayar FOUy, City Council and CMicd* of linlinnd: 

Hut land Mental Health Service is a multi-service 
organization providing both direct and indirect services of main 
types for those suffering from emotional problems mental illness 
or mental retardation. The past year has been one of consolida- 
tion and development of services, compared With the massive 
expansion of I he previous year. Most of I lie services now operate 
from our new offices at 78 South M:iin Street. 

In addition to offering services for established problems 
Rutland Mental Health Service endeavors to prevent the 
development of emotional problems and to foster positive 
altitudes by means of two programs the Youth Activities 
Program and the School Consultation Program. The Youth 
Activities Program offers children from between the ages of six 
and twelve the chance to relate to other children in small groups 
in taking part in challenging pursuits with close supervision 
It is hoped to expand this program to serve children up to the 
age of 14 this year. The School Consultation Program offers 
ongoing consultation to teachers in the elementary schools 
concerning problems arising among their pupils and a new- 
development during the last year (with (lie cooperation of the 
School Hoard and Superintendent of Schools) has been the 
employment of a full-time social worker who devotes her time to 
the Junior and Senior High Schools. She is available for 
consultation for students at any time and has been particularly 
Mtive in the field of drug abuse prevention. 

The services offered to the menially retarded include home 
visiting by a trained nurse and a pre-.-.choi ■] jirograiu designed to 
help mothers of retarded children to work more effectively with 
the problems presented by these children. 

For (hose with emotional problems and for the mentally ill 
there is a 24-hour emergency service, telephone number 77.J-1000. 
togethef with outpatient service five days per week, day hospital 
live da,Vs per week from 9:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. and. if necessary, 
in-hospital treatment at the Rutland Hospital In addition, at 
the Rutland Hospital physicians or nurses who encounter patients 
with emotional problems can get immediate consultation from t he 
psychiat lists and nurses of the Mental Health Service. For some 
people with severe problems admission to Vermont State Hospital

To the Honorable City Council and 
Citizens of liultond. Vermont: 

In two shon years (he number of offenses prosecuted by the 
Grand Juror has doubled, rising from 7<S4 in 1069 to 1.4S3 cases 
in 1971. 

Even though these offenses are misdemeanors, it is important 
for public order anil public respect for our laws that each offense 
be prosecuted to the fullest extent. Prosecuting persons for 
driving under the influence, driving under suspension, cureless 
driving and speeding ensures greater safety for everyone using 
city streets. 

It is impossible 10 obtain public respect for our laws, 
however, unless each citizen is aware that everyone is going to be 
treated the same. It is therefore, just as important to prosecute 
each unpaid parking licket, so that everyone who receives one 
will know that they must pay them or eventually lace prosecution. 

A few years ago the City Attorney's salary was doubled 
from Sn.OOO to $16,000 when it was recognized that his duties had 
increased. 1 would hope that this would be the year that the 
City Council takes cognizance of the similar increase in the work 
load of the Grand Juror's office and provides a salary which 
represents appropriate compensation for the legal duties and 
responsibilities executed. 

I have worked extensively with the city police during the 
past year in carrying mil my duties enforcing not only the motor 
vehicle laws but health, dog. junk car and all other laws as well, 
and have assisted the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, the Health 
Officer and other city officials when requested. 

I would like to thank not only the fine members of the 
Midland City Police force, but the Vermont State Police, the 
Holland County Sheriff, :md all others who have assisted me 
during ihe year. Il is a pleasure lo serve the resident soft lie city 
as Grand Juror when one receives such excellent cooperation 
from those who assist me.

Your Department of Public Works is responsible for I he 
greatest range of services to Hutlaiid City taxpayers and residents 
or any single business, institution, utility or commercial estab- 
lishment in t he City. Il is my aim, and hence that of my entire 
department's personnel for the services within my jurisdiction of: 
water, sewerage (which includes the sewer lines and sewage 
treatment plant), streets, solid waste disposal, snow removal, 
municipal engineering; to be provided with the greatest dispatch 
and efficiency possible. It is my belief that City governmental 
services must be provided within I be framework of long range 
plans, for the greater good and welfare of all its citizens; and 
provided while at the same time reflecting a sense of human 
concern for individual needs. 

STREETS AND SEWERS DIVISION 

The operation of streets and sewers are very ably supervised 
by Assistant Superintendent of Sewers, Mr, Donald Foster, 
enpably assisted by Foremen. Mr. Donald Santwire and Mr 
■lames Ward. The Division includes the operation of streets, 
sewers, solid waste disposal and winter maintenance 
Streets 

Our annual "Hot Mix" (bituminous concrete) paving 
program continues. Tons of "Hot Mix" overlay were placed by 
paving contractor, L. M. Pike on: 

Allen St., Ave. B, Ave. D, Baxter St.. Bellevue Ave., Brown 
St., Church St., Cleveland Ave., Court Sq., Curtis Ave., 
Easterly Ave., East Center, East Washington St., Engrem 
Avp., Franklin St., Harrington Ave., Hill Pond Rd., Howard 
Ave., Jackson Ave., Killington Ave.. Kingsley Ave,, Lafay- 
ette St., Litchfield Ave,, Melrose Ave.. Mona Vista Ave., 
Morse Place. North St., Piedmont Parkway. Bobbins St., 
Wallace Ave., West, St., Melrose Ave. paving included 
widening of t he si reef adjacent to Lincoln School and curbing 
by Earle Spencer, contractor. 
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Within the dowustreel area, to coordinate with the TOPICS 
tlralhe Operation Program to Improve Capacity and Safety) 
program, the lollowing streets were paved by Vermont Pavine in 
the Spring of 1971 : 

Center St., Cottage Si., Mam Si., Merchants Row, Pleasant 

St., Wales St.. Washington St. 

The next lime downst reel is paved, consideration must be 
Hive, i to the restoration of curb face which is lost through 
successive applications of hot mix overlay. 

Streets not receiving the hot mix overlay were given the less 
durable (and more objectionable with its stone, oil and accom- 
panying dust) surface treatment. The surface treatment con- 
sumed 19.7011 gallons of MCNJO, I I Hid nations of MC.IOtio 
Mi7 tons of grits, 4US tons of sand, J7<m tons of pcasione. Some 
.S()o Ions of cold patch was used. The lack of adequate drainage 
control continues to be a costly factor in street maintenance 
The completion of the Killington Ave. and the Ciorgetti Hlvd 
projects in l-iscal I971-197J will cut down on the maintenance 
expenditures ol these streets. 

The sidewalk paving program continued haltingly with the 
installation of 1273 feel of asphalt sidewalk hv Paque'tfe Paving 
00 Lincoln Avenue. The present procedure requiring public 
hearings to be held prior to sidewalks being paved has held up 
the sidewalk paving program. Hopefully, as the new use of the 
procedures outlined in City Charier Sections (176. 177, 17s. 
179, etc.) become routine, the program will continue in an 
efficient , proper manner. 

Major equipment items purchased during the year were: 
a multi-purpose Drott 40 yr. Imekhoe. which doubled' as a snow 
plow during the winter; a pavement breaker; a "Mud Jack" 
which should help in making sidewalk repairs; Mid two 34,000 

fi\w international Dump trucks. 

It appears to me that an equipment fund should be estab- 
lished to replace equipment on a regular basis. 

Sewers 

The present combined sanitary and storm sewer svstem is not 
adequate to properly serve the City without flooding streets and 
cellars in some areas, and causing polluted overflows into brook., 
during heavy rains. In addition, at the time of high water tables 
in the Spring and Fall, ground water adds to the sanitary flows 
in the lines, thus decreasing their sanitary sewer capacity. 

A plan must be prepared which will provide for: Staged 
separation of combined sewers where priority dictates; renovation 
WW rehabilitation of sewers to restore carrying capacity; disin- 
fection of combined sewage where overflows Occur. 

I'iscal 1970-1971 did see the completion of the sewer projects 
.n the Hillcresl-Division-Clematis area, on Emeritus St., Grand-

view Terrace and on Central Ave. The.se projects enabled 
resident* affected to connect to City sewers and to discontinue 
the use of unhealthy private sewage disposal systems. Hie 
attention of tla.se i>ersons either with private sewage disposals or 
planning m build in areas without sewage is humbly directed to 
the provisions of t3*5S, Revised Ordinances ot the City of 

Rutland. , . , 

Tins coming year should sec the completion of the l.rove 
Street *ewer project; the C.iorgetti Boulevard storm sewer: the 
Killington Avenue storm sewer; and the Curtis Avenue sanitary 
sewer. 

During the vear. the Sewer Division made .m new connec- 
tions- built 5 new catch basins and 4 manholes; repaired and 
rebuilt 22 catch basins and .') manholes. Main extensions were 
made on: Central Ave.. Charter Hills. Clematis Ave Division 
Bl Rastview Court, Emeritus St ., Crandview Terrace, Killington 
We Marolin St., Park Court. Thrall Ave. (storm sewer). 

Purchases for major equipment items were for sewer rods 
and a 3" pump. During the year, Mr. Richard Louizell ami 
Mr. Fieri Zuilo resigned. Mr. Oerald Raymond returned to duty 
.-titer hospitalization. 

Winter Maintenance 

The winter of 1970-1971 produced a record total snowfall ol 
103 s inches based upon records of Mrs. < Jeorge L. Jvirk, the 
Rutland Citv U. S. Weather Observer. In spite of the record 
snowfall, expenditures stayed well within budgeted amounts, 
mid the streets were kept clear. The fact that the various snow- 
storms were well spaced and new equipment proved their worth 
were factors which enabled us to slay within budgeted figures. 

The new International trucks with wing plows, the new 
Drott with a plow, and the new AC545 Loader added to our 
regular snow lighting capabilities, and allowed our conscientious, 
capable and hard working crews to clear the streets with reason- 
able dispatch. In order to keep the streets clear, it was necessary 
to use 291") tons of salt, 1027 tons of sand, and to call on local 
contractors for snow removal assistance, as well as extra- long 
hours for our personnel. Major equipment items purchased were 
two snow plow wings ami a plow for the Droti. 

Solid Wastes Disposal 

The weather records show a minimum of lo degrees_ below 
and a maiimum of 15 degrees above on February 1, 19/1; the 
dav we began a landfill operation at the Dump. 

' Operating a landfill in our climate is a very expensive 
proposition, involving considerable expenditures in men, equip- 
ment and land. I am in the process of arranging to have an 
eiiRineeriii'j. consultant assist me in the [.reparation of a proposal 
to the New England Regional Commission for a grant to design a 
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Rutland materials resource facility. Once the facility comes into 

being, sulid wastes nm be |>n sscd, recycled or reclaimed. For 

example: heats of combustion could be used for heating purposes 
in the new high school; glass reclaimed used in asphalt; rubber 
reclaimed used in pavements, etc 

New equipment was purchased (AC7C Crawler leader, 
AC546 Wheel Loader and a ItiT Tilt Tup Trailer) for the landfill 
operation: fences constructed, and facilities for workers installed. 
The landfill operator is a Special Officer whose orders must be 
followed. 

In an effort to save land, we took advantage of a public 
spirited citizen's offer. Mr. Earle Thompson, and used Mr. 
Thompson's land at Curtis Ave. as a Stump Dump. The Stump 
Dump served very well until the night of June 21. 1971 when it 
caught fire under suspicious circumstances We had in addition 
two major fires at the City Dump prior to the landfill operation. 
1 1 bfl my belief that the operation of the Landfill Dump and a 
Stump Dump (for trees, brush and demolished buildings) should 
be put on a pay-as-you go basis. Charges could be assessed for 
dump use by those using it. The present system of dump 
permits might be maintained along with a ticket system. 

We again participated in the Junk Cur program. The State 
of Vermont Highway Department received an award for the way 
our operation was handled ai the dump The contractor was 
Hodgdon Brothers. 

The Mount St. Joseph Academy students conducted our 
Clean-Up Week again this Spring (first time in 1 070) . The 
operation was a success and should be an annual tine for high 
school students, providing student leaders of the caliber of those 
of the past two years are available. 

WATER DIVISION 

The Water Division is sub-divided into the services of Water 
Resources, Water Treatment and Water Distribution. 
Water Resources 

The City is extremely fortunate to have Mr. Harry Jasmin 
in a consult.ive capacity as Water Resource Manager and Deputy 
Health Officer. 

Water Resource management of the Rutland City Watershed 
started in 1909, involving all lands within the Class "A" water 
basin of roughly lo.OOO acres, of which Rutland City owns about 
4">00 acres. A Class "A" water basin is one that retains water in 
its most pure and pristine slate. The remainder is owned by the 
State of Vermont, I'ico Ski Corporation, Sherburne Corporation, 
lumber companies, private owners and developers. 

By 1970. there were 31 commercial, one condominium and 
H2 private establishments within i he City watershed. Two new 
condominiums have been completed with more lo follow. 
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Additional private home* have been const rue tod ami new ski 
trails are being developed on higher elevations. The question: 
How much development can the watershed sustain anil remain 
Class "A"? 

In order to properly answer the question, a complete water 
resource study is required to provide a comprehensive plan for 
land development, based upon water and sewerage facilities, 
within the watershed. A step toward.- accumulating the necessary 
data has begun with the Rutland Natural Resources Conserval ion 
District authorizing a detailed soil survey by the V. S. Suit 
Conservation Service. The report has provided data which 
shows thai lite dominant soils in the watershed have limitations 
for receiving on site sewage disposal. Data pertaining to water 
sources, surface runoff, ground water flow through aquifers and 
future land use is also required. The comprehensive plan estab- 
lished based upon the data could provide the means by which we 
can insure; a safe, adequate and potable water supply for the 
tin ure. 

A close surveillance program of the brooks and potential] 
sources of contamination ' n 'I"' watershed has been established 
With few exceptions, the bacteriological (117) and chemical 
samples taken ittdieate our waler is of good quality, l>etter than 
last year when the surveillance program began A need exists for 
all watershed lands to be properly surveyed with all lines marked 
and motiumented. Mr. Kugene Iveenan. our Municipal Forester 
has done an exceptional job of forest management, and lias jilso 
provided talks to classes on forestry at the Reservoir. 

Water Treatment 

Our Water Treatment .Manager and Caretaker of the 
Reservoir. Mr. Rolla Jasmin, continues t u accomplish his tasks of 
cam and maintenance of: the City reservoir, the Chlorine house, 
system pressure valves and pumps, all in a fine, conscientious 
manner. 

Monthly ehecks nf Cit\ taps are made recording chlorine 
residual. The new Slate Public Water regulations require certain 
Operation certification; to this end Mr. Rolla Jasmin and tnysell 
at tended a b{ session course for 13 weeks given by ihe New 
England Water Works Association at Lowell Tech. 

With Ihe new 20" main project completed, Mr. Jasmin's 
duties have increased in the number of meters, valves, lines and 
pumps requiring service. A new ">KW emergency generator with 
automatic changeover has been put inlo service a I the Chlorine 
house. The generator can also lie made portable -huiild I In- need 
arise. A standby chlorination kil was set up for cniergencx use. 
During the entire length of lime Kubrick? and Sons were changing 
over the system at the Chlorine house, the standby unit provided 
chlorination. Xew "Nylo Brade" plastic solution lines were 
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The inconvenience .suffered by water consumers arid the 
aniiniiil of work our water crews were involveil in past winter on 
water freeze-ups lias made nie less fa vorahle towards iran^iie pipe 
in l his climate. 

The new 20" main project was completed this year (see 
diagram). The project was designed by Whitman & Howard. 
Consulting Engineers; Associate in Charge. Mr. Paul Bucknam ; 
Resident Engineer. Mr. Raymond Walsh: Contractor, John 
Kubricky and Sons of Glens Falls, New York. Pressures through- 
out the City increased indicating the success of the project. 
A variable pressure pump supplied by Aetna Engineering of 
Rutland was installed in an underground pit at Upland Road 
The pump provides water at high pressure for upper Upland 
Road and Killington Ave. as well as Grandvicw Terrace. 

The City wide meter program was started and 003 Neptune 
meters were installed. (Iin-idc reading meters are available. 
We are looking forward to completing actions on the under- 
writers recommendations, particularly the valve program. 

Water Pollution Control Plant 

The City of Rutland's Sewage Treatment Plant has been 
cited by Mr. A. W T . Allien, State Director of Water Resources 
for the efficiency of its operation as supervised by Superin- 
tendent John R. Carrigan. Please permit me to quote Mr. 
Carrigau's report verbatim. 

"I hereby submit to you the annual report of the Water 
Pollution Control Plant for the City of Rutland. For sometime 
we were troubled with pulling gates in case of a bad storm. We 
are pleased at this time to report that this problem has been 
Corrected, thanks to some of our employees who designed a gate 
puller. These gate pullers were made nut of scran steel and pipe 
at no cost to the City of Rutland. Lights were also installed 
over our new grinding stand and over sludge pit. 

The only major repair to the plant was the installing of all 
new steel wear shoes on our skimmers and cross-collectors mi the 
south settling tank. Several minor repairs are always done during 
I lie year to keep the plant in good workitig condition. 

The contract has been let for new steel doors lo be installed 
on the digester building and the grit house building. In time we 
expect lo replace all the wood doors with steel doors. 

A total of 192,154,400 gallons of sewage and storm water 
were processed at the plant during the year. As usual we screened 
out several hundred pounds of foreign material, such as rags. cans, 
sticks, leaves and, eic. This material is screened out before we 
remove the grit which this year amounted to 7"> cu. yds. As long 
as we have a combined sanitary and storm system, we will always 
have trouble removing the above material and grit. The miihjiihi 
of grit removed this year was a lot less than previous years 
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as Killinglon Ave. are field surveyed; plans prepared; materials 
estimated; and specifications drawn. Plans and records of 
streets, sewers and water facilities, bridges and city lands arc 
Uopt up-to-date. 

Consultivc engineering services are provided all City depart* 
inenls iti varying degrees. A great deal of etTorl has been 
expended with regard to TOPICS. The new planiinetric mapp 
have been of great value in depicting I he various eil\ projects- 

The U. S. Corps of Engineers program, Operation Fore- 
sight 71 provided funds which enabled u> to get the siltatiou at 
Bast Creek and Otter Creek removed, as well as to deepen the 
channel up to I lie West St. bridge. The dredge "Rclmar" of 
Mobile Pump and Dredging did the work. The U. S. Corps of 
Engineers also retained Earle and .Merry lo const rucl a dike ai 
the .Moon Brook Interceptor Chamber and lo clear Moon Brook 
at Strongs Ave. and the railroad embankment culverts, 

Operation Foresight 71 was initiated through Vermont Civil 
Defense, our Director Aldo Manfredi coordinated (he etTorl with 
my office. The Board of Aldermen authorised me to hire a 
Municipal Engineer. The hiring of another engineer lo assist me 
by supervising our engineering operation will be valuable.

Administration 

The staff supervised by Administrative Manager. Herbert 
Eriekson, continues to provide: cheerful information and assist- 
ance regarding water, sewer, and street problems; permits as 
requested by office visitors; detailed accounts of all receipts and 

expenditures of the Depart lit ol Public Works; compiling 

payroll necords and other required statistical dala; processing of 
buildingjpermits; and maintenance of files. We are looking for- 
ward to the establishment of new accounting systems and controls 
for the department; ideally, the payroll, projects, and water 
records could be on a computer system. Mr. Eriekson also is i he 
Safety Supervisor for my department. Recent regulations make 
it mandatory that proper attention is given to safety require- 
ments. The joint union-management Safety Committee was

Dear Sir: 

This is the third year thai ihis Department, us a courtesy, 
has reporled to each town and city the amounts spent and people 
aided in each locality under the various Social Welfare programs. 
This report replaced the previous annual notification loeach town 
of the charges that had been assessed against t heir community 
for their share of Slate operated welfare programs. The enact- 
ment . by i he General Assembly, of the Social Welfare Act of 19(17, 
eliminated sharing in State welfare costs at the local level and, as 
a result, the requirement fur reporting to the towns. 

All of the figures reported t his year are for calendar year 1970 
except the General Assistance figures which are for fiscal year 
1970, that is, the twelve month period ending June 30, (970, 
(leneral A<-i-taiiee i- the program lhat was formerly operated by 
your Overseer of the Poor. Monthly average number of recipients 
is a monthly average of total people served, except in General 
Assisiance where the count is of cases rather than total people 
within the cases as the lalter count is not available.

Gentlemen; 

During ilic fiscal year 1970-1971, 1,050 animals were cared 
for at The Rutland County Humane Society shelter. About 45% 
of these were from the City of Rutland. These figures do not 
include the dogs brought in by the Dog Officer. 

Our Humane Agent, Edward Wheeler, checked about .">() 
complaints in the City, in addition to the cases on which he 
worked with the Police Department. We used traps to capture 
several wild animals, which were released in the country. 

Our operating expenses lor the year were $1I,1S-_\10, an 
average cost of $6.75 per animal handled. We received $3,000 
from the City, the balance coming from Towns in the County, 
individuals donations and fund-raising activities. 

We are most grateful to Mayor Foley, Ex-Mayor Nichols, 
I he members of the Board of Aldermen, and to Police Chief Jenne 
and the Officers in his Department for the support and coopera- 
tion we have received from them.

On May 19, 1971 ground was broken for the 75 Unit Project 
for the Elderly at the end of Norton Place and on May 26, 1971 
for 75 Units of Family Housing located between Forest and 
Granger Streets. Work has been progressing rapidly and the 
family' units might be ready for occupancy soon after the first of 
the year. The Elderly Project should be completed sometime in 
March or April barring any unforeseen delays. Applications for 
admission to both projects will be screened and processed 
approximately 60 days before completion. 

The Housing Authority feels that with 75 new units for 
elderly and 75 units for family housing, we will have started to 
help solve the housing shortage of the City of Rutland. When 
all the new housing is occupied and if there is still an urgent 
need for additional low income housing, we will try to build 
either additional units or embark on a leasing program to further 
solve the housing shortage within the City.

The Gallery, sponsored b\ the Km land Area Art Association, 
Inc., is now entering a new decade, an era of change and new 
ideas. In striving (o keep up with this change, the following 
programs were presented this season, a varied program with 
something of interest for all ages. 

The public had the opportunity lo view five major shows oi 
paintings, prints, sculpture, photography and crafts. The open- 
ing show ranged from a loan exhibit of paintings from Honduras 
to humorous art in celebration of the 75th anniversary of the 
comic strip. Senior Citizens and the children from the art 
instruction classes had the opportunity to exhibit their work 
along with the professionals. The Gallery was used again for the 
annual Rutland Garden Club flower show. The out -door "Art in 
the Park" festival attracted hundreds of visitors with over l>00 
paintings displayed.

I present herewith the 1971 annual financial report setting 
forth the financial position of the City of Rutland at the dose of 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1971. 

All debt requirements of the City were met promptly during 
tlie year. Serial bonds totaling $'204,000.00 were retired. Payments 
of $S,902.30 were also made on the direct reduction loans of the 
Parking .Meter Fund. Combined interest payments on the 
bonded debt amounted to $72,705,00 of which interest amounting 
to $23,310.00 was paid on outstanding school const ruction bonds. 

GENERAL FUND: This fund is financed by revenues from 
general property and poll taxes, licenses, permits, fines, revenues 
(torn other agencies, charges for current services and other 
miscellaneous revenues. 

During the fiscal year ended June '.i0, 1971, revenues actually 
received uere Is.~iM.07s. p; more than budget estimates and 
expenditures were $194. SI 4. 07 less than budgeted appropriations. 

SCHOOL FUND: During the fiscal year ended June 30) 
1971, revenues actually received exceeded budget estimates in the 
amount of $341,566.14 and expenditures were $287,651.60 greater 
t han budget appropriations. As at June 30 there was a surplus in 
the amount 0x963,915.16. 

The combined balance sheet presented as Exhibit A is 
intended to present an overall view of the financial position of the 
City tis at June 30. 1971. 

Summnrx statement of cash receipts and disbursements 
presented fs Schedule 1, summarizes the activity of the various 
funds during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1971.
